Sheriff Ashe 
implements 
“•Father’s Work” 
Program 

Sheriff Michael J. Ashe, Jr. has instituted a 
“Father’s Work” Program for male inmates at the 
Hampden County Correctional Center in order to 
challenge incarcerated fathers to make a difference in 
their children’s lives by being more responsible 
fathers. 

The father's responsibilities within the family struc¬ 
ture are the primary focus of the Father’s Work 
Program, and its objectives include targeting the dis¬ 
torted thinking related to not taking responsibility for 
the support and development of children and estab¬ 
lishing the importance of a father’s role in the devel¬ 
opment of children. 

Throughout the program, participants will be chal¬ 
lenged to connect their past experience with their 
father to their present situation of incarceration and 
role as a father, and to look at the future of their chil¬ 
dren as influenced by their behavior and role as the 
father. 

Program participants will have the opportunity to 
develop an action plan for establishing/strengthening 
their role and relationships as a father with their chil¬ 
dren, providing the mother of their children agrees. 

Male inmates who are fathers will participate in five 
sessions of two hours each. 

In instituting this new effort, Sheriff said, “We know 
that the single greatest predicator of a male child’s 
future incarceration is whether his father was incar¬ 
cerated. We decided to take the ’bull by the horns’ 
and go right after this cycle of incarceration. Our 
whole effort here is to challenge offenders with the 
tolls and directions to be better fathers. I particularly 
like the fact that participants will be challenged to 
develop an action plan, so that, like all our programs, 
it won’t be about merely talking, but also about doing."

Careless smoking 
habits equal fire 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

One of the most common causes of deaths in 
home fires is careless smoking. It has been estimat¬ 
ed that 35 percent of all home fire deaths (about 
1,500 a year) and 17 percent of all home fire injuries 
are caused by cigarette fires. 

Over $300 million in property is lost in these fires. 
The Agawam Fire Department recommends that the 
following special precautions be taken to avoid a cig¬ 
arette fire: 

* Provide large, deep ashtrays for smokers. 

* Do not place ashtrays on the arms of furniture. 

* Most cigarette fires involve dropping a hot ciga¬ 
rette on beds or upholstered furniture or clothing. A lit 
cigarette can smolder for 20 to 30 minutes before 
igniting anything. Check furniture before going to bed. 
Never smoke in bed or while reclining in upholstered 
furniture. 

* Make sure ashes are completely cold before 
emptying them. Try wetting ashtray contents before 
throwing them in the trash. 

* Install extra smoke detectors in smokers’ bed¬ 
rooms and other areas they spend time in. 

* The combination of smoking and drinking alcohol 
can be fatal. Keep an eye on those individuals in that 
condition.

Make-up application 

This week I will continue by explaining make-dp 
application and give you a few beauty hints to make 
the process easier and a little fun. 

The first step is to choose the proper shade of 
foundation. Match it as close to your own skin tone so 
that it looks natural and will leave no line of demarca¬ 
tion. 

Place five dots of foundation on your face (fore¬ 
head, cheeks, nose, and chin), blending completely. 
Try using a cosmetic sponge for this process. 
Dampen with water if necessary for easier distribu¬ 
tion. 

Next, a transparent powder applied lightly will 
leave the complexion with a smooth, natural, velvety 
finish. It is perfect for touch-ups during the day, espe¬ 
cially the T-zone (forehead, nose, chin), where exces¬ 
sive oil and shine may appear. 

Blush is a nice addition, but keep the look soft and 
natural. Choose pale pink or peach shades to com¬ 
plement your natural blush. Apply with a full blush 
brush in upward movements towards the temple and 
blend. 

Eye make-up is so much fun to use. You can cre¬ 
ate exciting images by experimenting with shadow, 
liner, and mascara for a fun, playful, innocent, or dra¬ 
matic look. It can project a whole story about you, so 
always practice for perfection before you go out look¬ 
ing silly! Keep your age, clothing, and destination in 
mind when designing your facial look. 

Eye shadow will last longer if you apply a neutral 
shade from lid to brow as a base. Next, choose two 
complementary shades applying the darker one on 
the 1/de and slightly expanding upward while using the 
softer shade under the brow. 

A liner will frame the eyes, making them appear 
bigger and bolder. Always use a fine line to give a 
more natural look. 

If you are unsteady, hold the lid taut with a finger 
from one hand. Resting your little finger on your 
cheek for balance, draw a smooth line with the other 
hand. Mascara makes lashes look longer, thicker, and 
emphasizes the eyes. 

If blinking is a problem, try opening your mouth 
wide. This relaxes the eye muscles and makes appli¬ 
cation easier. Don't forget the bottom lashes for bal¬ 
ance. 

Last, choose a lipstick shade in a soft color and 
apply gloss for a great look. It also helps to keep lips 
moist and protected from harmful weather. 

Thought for a smile: frost on the pumpkin and the 
sun in your heart.

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Living life to the fullest 


We Americans are among the most fortunate peo¬ 
ple to have ever populated the earth. We live in the 
wealthiest and most free society the world has ever 
known. Our good fortune brings us certain challenges, 
though. Among those challenges is the possibility that 
we will not live our lives up to their fullest potential. 

Sometimes we can mistakenly think that living life 
to the fullest means having more, and consuming 
more, than we actually should. However, Jesus Christ 

said, “Take heed, and beware of all covetousness; 
for a man’s life does not consist in the abundance 
of his possessions.” Elsewhere, the Scripture warns 
us, for you are all sons of light and sons of the 
day; we are not of the night or of darkness. So 
then let us not sleep, as others do, but let us keep 
awake and be sober. For those who sleep, sleep at 
night, and those who get drunk are drunk at night. 

Nature itself teaches us that living life to the fullest 
does not mean consuming more; whether food, drink 
or other pleasures. If we eat or drink too much, our 
bodies will suffer. We may develop all sorts of illness¬ 
es or struggle with weight problems. However our 
excess consumption affects us individually, the results 
will be detrimental to our health and well-being. 

If living life to the fullest doesn’t mean “eat, drink 
and be merry,” what does it mean? We live life to the 
fullest when we live up to the full potential that God 
has given us. Jesus once told a story about a man 
who was going away on a journey. He called his ser¬ 
vants and entrusted to them his property; to one 
he gave five talents, to another two, to another 
one, to each according to his ability. Then he went 
away. He who had received the five talents went at 
once and traded with them; and he made five tal¬ 
ents more. So also, he who had the two talents 
made two talents more. But he who had received 
the one talent went and dug in the ground and hid 
his master’s money. 

In Jesus’ story, talents are money. But in our own 
lives, God has given each of us certain talents and 
abilities to employ for the benefit of others. In Jesus’ 
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story, some people were entrusted with more talents 
than others, but everybody received some talents. 
Likewise, each of us has received some talents, 
whether few or many, from God. Each of us has 
something to contribute. 

Along with the talents, came responsibility. Jesus 
went on with His story. Now after a long time the 
master of those servants came and settled 
accounts with them. And he who had received the 
five talents came forward, bringing five talents 
more, saying, “Master, you delivered to me five 
talents; here I have made five talents more. ” His 
master said to him, “Well done, good and faithful 
servant; you have been faithful over a little, I will 
set you over much; enter into the joy of your mas¬ 
ter. ” And he also who had the two talents came 
forward, saying, “Master, you delivered to me two 
talents; here I have made two talents more. ” His 
master said to him, "Well done, good and faithful 
servant; you have been faithful over a little, I will 
set you over much; enter into the joy of your mas¬ 
ter.” He also who had received the one talent 
came forward, saying, "Master, I knew you to be a 
hard man, reaping where you did not sow, and 
gathering where you did not winnow; so / was 
afraid, and I went and hid your talent in the 
ground. Here you have what is yours.” But his 
master answered him, “You wicked and slothful 
servant! You knew that I reap where I have not 
sowed, and gather where I have not winnowed? 
Then you ought to have invested my money with 
the bankers, and at my coming I should have 
received what was my own with interest. So take 
the talent from him, and give it to him who has the 
ten talents. For to every one who has will more be 
given, and he will have abundance; but from him 
who has not, even what he has will be taken 
away. ” 

One of the many things that distinguishes people 
from animals is our sense of the value of our lives. We 
get that from God. Even as God was creative in form¬ 
ing the world at the beginning of time, He has 
bestowed upon us, whom He created in His image, a 
certain creativity. We are here on earth for a compar¬ 
atively short period. The length of our days is 70 
years, or 80, if we have the strength. Since Old 
Testament times we’ve managed to extend that a little 
further in many cases; but still, when considered in the 
light of eternity, or even just human history, our lives 
on earth don’t last all that long. What will the legacy of 
our time here on earth be? So teach us to number 
our days, that we may get a heart of wisdom.

Motor vehicle negligence 
Rear-end collision 

The plaintiff was a single 43-year-old male, who 
was a passenger in a car that was rear-ended. 

The plaintiff underwent several spinal surgeries 
subsequent to the accident. One month prior to the 
scheduled mediation and two months prior to the 
scheduled trial, the plaintiff unexpectedly died of an 
unrelated cardiac condition. 



At mediation and trial, the plaintiff had planned to 
introduce evidence that he was incapable of returning 
to work for the rest of his work-life expectancy. 

However, due to his untimely death, the claim on 
behalf of the plaintiffs estate was limited to four years 
of pain and suffering and loss of earning capacity. 

The defense contended that the plaintiff had a his¬ 
tory of back problems resulting from an automobile 
accident eight years prior, which necessitated previ¬ 
ous spinal surgery and was the cause of his ongoing 
spinal instabilities. 

The case settled for $362,000.00.

Benign positional vertigo 

Recently, a new patient entered my office com¬ 
plaining of a dizziness condition (benign positional 
vertigo) that had plagued her for five years. The 
symptoms prevented her from driving and affected 
most every aspect of her life.

Cancer Society to 
celebrate “Great 
American Smokeout” 

On Thursday, November 21st, millions of people 
will quit smoking cigarettes for one day as part of the 
American Cancer Society’s 26th Annual “Great 
American Smokeout” celebration. 

For many, this will be an important first step 
towards recovery from tobacco use - a dangerous 
addiction that kills more than 400,000 Americans 
each year and accounts for more than $75 billion in 
annual health care costs. Since its inception, the 
“Great American Smokeout” has had one main goal: 
to give smokers the help they need to quit smoking for 
good. 

Smoking is the most preventable cause of death in 
our society, killing more people than alcohol, AIDS, 
car crashes, illegal drugs, murders, and suicides 
combined. In New England, tobacco kills 61 people 
every day; 28 in Massachusetts alone. 

Despite the dangers of smoking, recent cuts to the 
Massachusetts Tobacco Control Program (MTCP) 
have decimated the state’s effective anti-smoking 
programs, which led to a 36-percent drop in cigarette 
pack sales since 1993. 

Acting Governor Jane Swift cut the MTCP budget 
by 88 percent (from $48 million to $5.8 million), elimi¬ 
nating all youth prevention and smoking intervention 
programs. Swift made the cuts even though the state 
receives more than $800 million annually from ciga¬ 
rette taxes and payments from the 1998 master legal 

settlement with the tobacco industry. 

★ * * 

Each year, Massachusetts kids buy or smoke 13.3 
million packs of cigarettes, according to the 
Campaign for Tobacco-Free Kids (CFTFK). What’s 
worse, 14,000 Massachusetts kids under 18 years of 
age become daily smokers every year. 

For many of these young smokers, cigarettes will 
become a deadly, lifelong habit they can’t shake. Of 
the children under 18 years of age living in 
Massachusetts today, 117,000 of them will eventually 
die prematurely from smoking. 

In addition, 9,000 adults in Massachusetts die 
every year from their own smoking. Second-hand 
smoke and smoking during pregnancy kill between 
750 and 1,340 Massachusetts adults, children, and 
babies every year, according to CFTFK. 

Also disturbing is a 28-percent rise in cigarette 
smoking among college-age people (age 18 to 24) 
nationwide during the last decade. It is estimated that 
one in 10 college students in America will die prema¬ 
turely from tobacco use. 

One reason smoking is more prevalent on cam¬ 
puses is because more middle school and high 
school students smoked in the 1990s, and they stu¬ 
dents are now in college. But, tobacco companies 
also target college students by sponsoring bar nights, 
band concerts, and two-for-one cigarette discounts. 

Despite these grim statistics, there is help for those 
addicted to tobacco. The American Cancer Society 
has helped deliver hope through the “Great American 
Smokeout” for 26 years. In 2001, 20 percent of all 
American adult smokers participated in the 
“Smokeout”: three percent did not smoke at all that 
day, and 17 percent smoked less than usual on that 
day. Furthermore, 12 percent were sfnoking less, and 
three percent were still not smoking at all, one to five 
days after the “Smokeout.” 

To help reduce the college smoking rate, the 
Society’s New England Division has launched a 
“Smoke-Free New England College Initiative” 
designed to save lives and promote wellness on 
campus.

Scapulocostal syndrome 

This syndrome sounds pretty intense, but believe it 
or not, many of us are prone to this syndrome. The 
“scapula” is the wing of the shoulder blade out back, 
and “costal” refers to the ribs. 

This is also known as postural fatigue syndrome. 
This syndrome causes musculo-skeletal type pain 
with local tenderness and pain at the sight of the back 
of the shoulders. Some other symptoms that may be 
present are chronic pain in the neck and arm, 
headaches, or pain in the deltoid or tricepts (arm mus¬ 
cles). 

The cause of the pain is usually due to posturep; 
for example, forward slumped shoulders with neck 
and head forward. Poor posture can develop from 
overexertion, prolonged occupational stress, fatigue, 
poor habits, emotional stress, or a tense attitude.

Hamburg “maxistrone”... 


When the days cool off and the nights start to frost, 
you can feel a chill go through your bones and all you 
want is to feel warm and comfortable. Nothing 
soothes like a nice bowl of hot soup. 

Cream soups do not seem to have the stuff need¬ 
ed to chase away the chills. Whoever heard of feed¬ 
ing somebody cream of anything when you have a 
cold to fight off? You should be serving savory chick¬ 
en soups or rich beef and barley soups, all loaded up 
with carrots, onions, and celery. 

Minestrone is one of those soups. We make ours 
just a little different, though. I start off with about 14 
oz. of good, rich beef stock. To get your beef stock, 
start out with beef bones (with the marrow intact) and 
a 1/2 Lb. of course chopped chuck. 

Start to brown off the meat and bones. Add course- 
ly chopped onions, celery, and carrots. Also, you will 
need a Bouquet Garni. 

When everything has started to brown up, move 
the pan to the oven and roast without a cover until 
everything has browned off to a very deep color. Now, 
bring the pan back to the top of stove and cover the 
bones with water. Bring to a simmer and cook for 
about an hour. Now, strain out the solids and you 
have beef stock. 

In a fresh stock pot, place 1 Lb. hamburg and 1 Ig. 
onion (chopped). Fry ‘til meat is cooked and drain off 
the grease. To the meat, add 14 oz. of stock, 3 celery 
stalks (chopped), 1 Lb. can of whole tomatoes (bro¬ 
ken up), 1 can of chick peas (15 oz.), and a touch of 
garlic. Simmer together for 30 minutes. 

Cook ditalini (pasta), and place pasta in a bowl and 
ladle the soup over. Add a little parmesan cheese and 
some crusty bread, and you’re good to go. 

You can add some greens to this. Simply chop 
spinach or turnip greens, and add when you are sim¬ 
mering the soup. The secret is in making your own 
stock. You will have the family asking for this soup 
over and over again. It will definitely chase away the 
winter blues. 

Remember, listen to the “Food Dude”: it is not what 
you're eating, it’s whom you’re dining with.

You’re probably wondering if this guidance coun¬ 
selor is into physics or chemistry. I mean, what’s with 
the formula? You think pie is something that is eaten 
or else stands for 3.14. 

Yea, well at times ... but in this case these letters 
stand for something a little different, and when you 
add the I and E together, you get a person. So let’s 
take a look at how this formula works. 

According to Cohen (that’s me), each person is 
comprised of two imporant parts, intellect and emo¬ 
tion. It’s how these parts come together that will deter¬ 
mine P, the person. 

Notice that I wrote P = I + E. That's because I feel 
that the intellect and the emotion should be utilized in 
equal parts in order to make the person function in the 
most beneficial and efficient way. Now let’s take a look 
at the three letters in this formula and carefully exam¬ 
ine each one. 

I = intellect. What really separates us from the rest 
of the animal kingdom is the superior quality of our 
intellect. Yet, when a problem arises, how often do we 
tap into our intellect? 

Do we use it to its fullest? Once the situation is pre¬ 
sented, do we examine it from all sides, do we listen 
to its proponents and opponents, do we research it, 
and then, and only then, do we come up with a solu¬ 
tion? I think not. I think, instead, that we often let the 
E (which = emotions) take over and crowd out the 
intellect part, so no longer are the I and E in the equa¬ 
tion equal. Then P (= person) is not acting in a totally 
rational manner. 

Let's look at an example. Jimmy comes home with 
a really lousy report card. Usually a good student, he 
has earned mainly C’s and D’s. Clearly, you, as his 
parent, are very unhappy. You call in Jimmy to discuss 
the situation. After you ask him why he received those 
grades and he starts to offer an explanation, you inter¬ 
rupt him and start yelling. Your emotions have taken 
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over; you are not even waiting to give him a chance to 
explain. 

Perhaps if you had, you would have found out that 
Jimmy was having a hard time socially in school, that 
his personal problems were usurping his powers of 
concentration. Then, upon hearing this, you would be 
able to intellectually figure out that yes, his grades 
would be adversely affected and yes, you now should 
try to work through some of his issues so that he will 
begin to see a light at the end of the tunnel and get 
back down to the business of studying. 

And that takes me to Jimmy. I said he has problems 
concentrating; he has lost his focus because of per¬ 
sonal problems. What’s happening with Jimmy’s 
equation? It’s gotten messed up; the I and the E are 
not equal. Jimmy is letting his emotions take over. He 
has to own the fact that his emotions are what are rul¬ 
ing him and until he works out his personal problems, 
he will not be able to intellectualize situations. 

Clearly, one can see what happens when emotions 
override intellect, but what happens when intellect 
overrides emotions? Let’s look at Mrs. Smith, a 
teacher. A mother comes in to talk to her and tells her 
why Debbie is doing so poorly in school. It seems 
Mom and Dad are divorcing, brother has left for col¬ 
lege, and Grandma has died. Hey, I could even add 
that their favorite pet has died, too, in order to really 
emphasize the trauma that Debbie is feeling. 

Well, Mrs. Smith listens, albeit unsympathetically, 
while mother finishes her story. Then Mrs. Smith says, 
“Yes, and your point is? I mean Debbie should be able 
to separate her problems at home from issues here at 
school. There really is no excuse for her grades. 
Please tell your daughter to start concentrating!” And 
so the story goes. 

The problem? Mrs. Smith is being ruled totally by 
her intellect. She must mix in some pathos, some 
understanding, and some emotionalism to better 
understand and deal effectively with the situation. 

From these scenarios, I am sure you get my drift. It 
is so important to put into play both the I and the E in 
order to obtain a positive and productive P. Search 
your mind, and search your heart in order to grapple 
with problems. 

Then and only then will you be able to deal with 
them wholly. Then and only then will you be able to 
find viable solutions. Then and only then will your life 
seem to be productive and satisfying.

It 9 § a repeat for Agawam High - 
girls 9 soccer retains WMass. crown 


Agawam High School’s second consecutive 
Western Mass. Division I girls’ soccer crown came 
down to one shot for them, and dodging and surviving 
a cannonade launched by Cathedral. 

Junior Amanda Janik, Agawam’s All-State striker, 
rifled in a goal with 18:19 remaining in the second half, 
and the Brownies held off the Panthers’ onslaught the 
rest of the way en route to an intense, pressure- 
packed 1-0 victory over the third-seeded Springfield 
school before a large and raucous crowd at Szot Park 
in Chicopee last Sunday evening (November 10th). 

At presstime, the 13-4-4 Brownies (seeded fourth 
in the WMass. tournament) were battling Central 
Mass, champ Nashoba Regional in the Division I 
State semi-final at Shepherd Hill Regional High 
School in Dudley. The Brownies lost to State champi¬ 
on Wachusett, 2-0, in last year’s State semi-final at 
Szot Park following their stunning run to the school’s 
first Western Mass, title in girls’ soccer since 1989. 

Brownie players and Coach Laura Wray-Ramos 
voiced in unison that Sunday’s win over Cathedral 
should silence the doubters and naysayers who 
claimed the 2001 title was a fluke woven with more 
luck than substance. 

Let there be no doubt - victories over Ludlow, 
Westfield, and Cathedral in the 2002 Division I tour¬ 
nament after a season where the target was squarely 
on their shoulders as the defending champs, only 
prove that this Brownie team runs deep in substance. 

But Cathedral (considered one of the top teams in 
the state despite being snubbed with a third seed in 
this region) made the Brownies work under relentless 
pressure from one end of the field to the other before 
securing their second straight title. 

Give the Brownies plenty of props for their strong 


will to win and refusal to wilt against a team desperate 
for a goal. 

Unfortunately for All-Scholastic goalie Meg Gloster 
(faced 23 shots, 8 saves) and senior sweeper 
Danielle Cirillo, this game was about as “in your face” 
as it gets. 

Under unusually balmy conditions for a November 
game, the Panthers attacked with vigor in the first half. 
Aided by a gusty wind, the Panthers moved the ball 
upfield via the pass and by changing the field on long 
kicks into Agawam’s zone. 

Gloster would give plenty of credit to her defense 
afterwards, and in the first half, she faced only a few 
challenging shots. The best was left for the second 
half. 

Cathedral had a golden opportunity to shatter the 
scoreless tie when a bounding ball scooted to the left 
side of a wide-open net with 12 minutes to go. But the 
shot skied high over the crossbar, and the match 
remained at nil. 

The second half saw the Brownies pick up their 
play, but Cathedral again won the territorial battle, 
forcing the defending champs further and further back 
into their zone. 

Midfielders Kara Powell (freshman) and All- 
Scholastic senior Kaitlin Sardella were tireless in their 
efforts to break up Cathedral’s major forays via the left 
and right sidelines into the Agawam zone, or to begin 
counter-attacks the other way. 

Meanwhile, Cirillo and stopper Lauren Peltier had 
monster outings and were constantly under seige, as 
were fullbacks Laura Pedersen and senior Meaghan 
Brown. 

Cathedral enjoyed a huge, eight-to-one advantage 
on the comers. Many of them proved to be nail-biting 


adventures for the defenders and Gloster. 

Cathedral had three memorable chances to score 
on Gloster - all came after Janik’s game-winner. 

The first came on a breakaway through the middle. 
Gloster came out, cut the angle, and the shot rico¬ 
cheted off Gloster and into the middle of the box 
before Cirillo cleared the ball away. 

The next followed a corner kick, where a Cathedral 
attacker was able to weave through the scrum and 
head the ball off the crossbar. The ball scooted out of 
bounds and out of harm’s way. 

The third Cathedral bid was another Gloster spec¬ 
tacular. About 15 yards out, a Cathedral attacker was 
being engaged by two Brownie defenders. Somehow, 
she was able to turn and left-foot a grounder labeled 
for the comer. 

Gloster, manuevering in the middle, somehow dove 
and stretched with her left hand to deflect the ball out 
of bounds. There was no rebound to be had. 
Cathedral swarmed as Gloster laid flat on her back. 

Agawam had two opportunities to score. Janik’s 
gem came off a pass from outside midfielder Elise 
Davilli. Janik, about 30 yards out, was able to turn and 
rocket a shot high into the left comer past the shocked 
Cathedral goalie (who never had a chance). 

Later on with Cathedral pressing, Powell began a 
rush upfield and flicked a pass to Sardella, who (in 
turn) sent Janik to nearly the same spot as her first 
goal. Again, she turned and fired. The ball then 
clanged off the crossbar and back into the comer, 
where Sardella was able to gather it and send it back 
into the middle (with Powell all set to pounce before 
the ball was cleared).

The final minutes saw the Brownies summon what¬ 
ever energy and intestinal fortitude they had not yet 
spent to clear the ball downfield before bracing for 
another assault. 

With 2:00 left and the clock being kept on the field, 
the Brownies maintained their poise as Cathedral 
(physical throughout the game) was now completely 
desperate. Cirillo sent Brown away all by herself up 
the left wing. Her 50-yard run into the comer against 
a single Panther defender resulted in a dribbler on 
net, but it ate away precious seconds. 

Cathedral’s goalie booted the ball into the middle of 
the field. The Panthers had time for one more rush. 
Cirillo broke it up. The whistle sounded. The celebra¬ 
tion began. 

The phrase “deju vu all over again” has been used 
liberally to describe the Brownies this season, and 
rightfully so. 

Agawam managed five shots on goal. For Gloster 
and the Brownies, it was their second straight tourna¬ 
ment shutout. 

SEMI-FINAL VS. WESTFIELD: Sophomore striker 
Tiffany Manzi tallied her third goal of the playoffs just 
2:06 into sudden death overtime to lift the Brownies to 
a hard-fought, 1-0 victory over the Bombers. 

Agawam totally dominated the first half but came 
up empty. Westfield pressed the attack for the first 20 
minutes of the second half before the Brownies 
sacked-up and pinned the Bombers into their zone. 

The ball never came past midfield in the overtime. 
Fullback Laura Pedersen sent a 40-yarder into the 
box. The Westfield goalie froze for just an instant, 
thereby giving Manzi the chance to pick up the loose

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AHS girls’ volleyed out of tournament

DeFilippi qualifies 
for All-State Meet; 


On Thursday, November 7th, a fair crowd gathered 
inside Agawam’s Clifford P. Kibbe Gymnasium to 
await the start of the semi-final round of the Division II 
High School Volleyball Tournament. The Agawam 
Brownies (12-7) would host the seventh seeded 
Ludlow Lions (12-7) in a struggle to move on to the 
finals. 

The match would prove to be an exciting one, last¬ 
ing five sets, but would end in disappointment and 
frustration for one team. Unfortunately, for Coach Pat 
Demers and her 12 players, that team would be 
Agawam. 

After an impressive rendition of the National 
Anthem, sung by Agawam senior tri-captain Brittany 
Theriaque, the whistle was blown and it was time to 
play. 

The Brownies looked confused early. They gave up 
their serve right away and allowed Ludlow to take con¬ 
trol and rattle off four straight points. Agawam had a 
tough time communicating on both offense and 
defense as the Lions continued to extend their lead to 
8-4. 

Agawam regained the serve on a Ludlow attack 
error and rallied back to trail by three points. Down 12- 
9, Agawam setter/tri-captain Heather Cox teamed up 
with tri-captain Ashley Marek to close the block on 
Ludlow and score another point. The Brownies con¬ 
tinued to miscommunicate, however, leaving each 
volley to end in a score for the Lions. AHS, down by 
six, took a timeout to talk it over. 

“These kids were flat when they came out here,” 
said Demers. “They’ve never had this kind of expo¬ 
sure in the semi-finals before. I think they were just jit¬ 
tery.” 

When the players came back out to the floor, 
Agawam’s defensive specialist, Jenn Sacco, took 
over the serve. Sacco served for three points before 
committing a service error, hitting the ball into the net. 
Theriaque, outside hitter/blocker, took it upon herself 
on defense to get to every low ball in an attempt to 
save Agawam some points. 

With the Lions leading 29-21, Theriaque attacked 
the ball on the next Ludlow serve, powering it over the 
net for a point. Despite the effort, Ludlow scored on 
the following volley, winning the first game 30-22. 

The start of the second set was not unlike the first. 
Agawam again seemed out of sync defensively as it 
allowed Ludlow to take a quick 12-6 lead. 

Suddenly, the tables turned for the Brownies. 
Senior middle hitter/blocker Katharina Meier showed 
excellent athletic ability at the net. Meier scored six 
huge points to get Agawam back into the game. 

From that point, AHS went on a tear, outscoring 
Ludlow and closing the gap. The Lions actually start¬ 
ed to look weakened by this offensive turnaround. 
Ludlow left the center of the court vulnerable on con¬ 
secutive rallies. 

This gave way for Theriaque and Cox to take full 
advantage and power more Agawam points into the 


Ludlow. 

The Lions used this opportunity to come back and 
tie the game at 29-29. With the serve, Ludlow now 
had the advantage. The frustration level for Agawam 
was high as Ludlow continually dominated the net and 
came away with another win. Final score ... 31-29. 

Demers and her team were visibly upset by the 
loss, but weren’t ready to back down. “These kids 
started to have a lot of heart in the second game,” 
said Demers. “We had some very poor passing and 
missed serves.” 

Although they were down two games to none, the 
Brownies continued to make it interesting. They came 
out in the third set and kept the game close from the 
start. The Brownies kept their opponents on the move 
and chased after every ball. Meier set the net aflame 
with perfectly timed power attacks and Marek, who 
had eight blocks in the game, proved to be a defen¬ 
sive presence. JV turned varsity-setter Jamie Cullen, 
displayed some excellent passing which helped to 
keep the volley moving smoothly. 

“Once we got our feet wet and got over being flat, 
we changed our face on the court,” Demers said. “I 
made some substitutions which helped in the third 
and fourth games.” Agawam went on to win the third 
set 30-28, and the fourth set by a margin of 30-25. 

In the fifth and final set of the night, both teams 
appeared to be drained. Since this was the deciding 
game, it would be won by the team that first scored 15 
points with a minimum two-point advantage. 

Agawam’s defense started to break down. The 
Lions, sensing their chance for victory, relied on a lot 
of dinking as their offensive strategy. For those of you 
unfamiliar with the term, a dink is a legal push of the 
ball around or over blockers. When executed proper¬ 
ly it is very effective in breaking up the defense. 
Agawam had real problems trying to defend this tech¬ 
nique. 

The Brownies attempted to spark one last rally, 
coming within one and eventually tying the score. But 
nonetheless, Ludlow pulled away to collect the four 
additional points they needed to win the game and 
clinch their spots in the finals. The Lions won the fifth 
set 15-11. 

Even though Agawam failed to move on, they can 
take pride in another excellent season. They have 
made it to the tournament semis two years in a row, 
which is no small feat considering how young the pro¬ 
gram is. 

Demers will be back again next year, and with her 
senior athletes leaving, will be facing a tough chal¬ 
lenge of rebuilding her team. 

Despite the disappointing elimination, Demers 
remains optimistic. “The game of volleyball is ups and 
downs, and we have had ours,” said Demers. “We 
played with a lot of heart, but just couldn’t step it up 
and close it out. It was a very interesting season and 
I'm looking forward to next year.”

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It wasn’t pretty, 
but AHS football 
hurls 7-0 shutout 

at Chicopee 

What transpired in Agawam's 7-0 shutout over 
Chicopee High last Friday night (November 8th) at 
Szot Park can be described in one simple word - ugly. 

But a win is a win is a win, and Coach Tad 
Desautels and his 5-4 Brownies walked off the field 
maintaining those exact sentiments after taking this 
AA Conference game. Incidentally, this was Agawam’s 
third whitewash of the season, a first for the school 
during Desautels four-year stewardship as the 
Brownies’ head mentor. 

“Yeah, ‘ugly’ is as good a word as any to describe 
it. But we will take the win and make no apologies for 
it. We made many mental mistakes, but the kids 
played hard under very strange circumstances. Our 
defense bent, but it never broke," Desautels offered 
afterwards. 

Those strange circumstances Desautels men¬ 
tioned was the unusually small crowd at Szot Park to 
watch the 2-7 Pacers and 5-4 Brownies go at it. This 
stimulated a rather serene atmopshere out there more 
suited for a tennis match than a Friday night school¬ 
boy football game. 

“The coaching staff noticed there was a general 
lack of energy out there, for whatever reason. We tried 
very hard throughout the game to keep the kids moti¬ 
vated and focused," Desautels added. 

The win (Agawam’s first over Chicopee since 
Desautels took over the team back in 1999) offered a 
mixed bag of mental mistakes by both teams that took 
valuable points from ever lighting the scoreboard and 
kept the game decided by a lone, single touchdown. 

That touchdown came from All-Scholastic quarter¬ 
back Joey Clark, and was rooted in a great opportuni¬ 
ty for Chicopee to score first. The Pacers had a first 
and goal inside the Agawam 10 in the third period, and 
fumbled on fourth and goal on the one. 

This unleashed a 99-yard march to paydirt, high¬ 
lighted by Clark’s five-yard “bob and weave” off left 
tackle for the six (his 11th touchdown of the season; 
10 carries, 45 yards, 4.5 average). Sophomore lefty 
Kevin Bienia added the extra point. 

“We have experienced problems in the red zone all 
season long,” Desautels said. “We have worked and 
worked on this in practice. We weren’t happy with the 
mental mistakes and our lack of scoring. Still, the 
coaches give the kids plenty of credit for hanging in 
there and for playing hard.” 

Agawam had prepared all week in practice for 
Chicopee’s wishbone attack - an attack that uses 
traps and the option as its main weapons. 

The first period resembled Agawam’s two straight 
losses to Chicopee on the ground (2001 and 2000), 
with the Pacers moving the ball nearly at will. 

The Pacers maintained ball control for 16 first-quar¬ 
ter plays compared to Agawam’s three and out. But 
when the gun sounded, it was still scoreless. 

"Chicopee didn’t do anything we didn’t expect them 
to do. But they came out right at us. At halftime, we 
made some adjustments by moving some people 
around. The kids were much better disciplined in the 
second half by keeping with their assignments, and 
that’s why we played much better defensively,” 
explained Desautels. 

The Brownies didn’t get their initial first down until 
9:12 remained in the second quarter. 



Following a botched, 10-yard punt before halftime 
(after the Brownies had pinned Chicopee deep in its 
own territory), the Brownies had a first and goal on the 
six. After a time-out, the Brownies were flagged for a 
five-yard penalty for having 12 men on the field. 

The next two plays saw Clark driven back for loss¬ 
es totaling 18 yards, so the air was quickly sucked 
from what appeared to be a touchdown in the bank. 

To open the second half, whatever Chicopee was 
trying to do on the kick totally surprised the Brownies. 
Whether it was an attempt to pooch the ball for an 
onside kick, or if it was a miskick, it worked and the 
Pacers were back in business. 

Later on, this could have been pointed to as a turn¬ 
ing point in Chicopee’s favor. It never materialized. 

Moreover, the home folks, who turned it over three 
times (two fumbles and an interception by Clark), did 
indeed find the Brownies’ defense - led by All- 
Scholastic linebacker Mike Locke, noseguard Anthony 
Toto (moved to left tackle in the second half to plug a 
few holes), and defensive end Bob Jensen - putting 
up solid resistance to their trickery. 

“All three of those guys played very solid games for 
us. Toto is always solid, and Jensen is such a coach- 
able kid. He gives his all and will do anything we ask 
of him,” praised Desautels. 

As for Locke, the “monster of the midway” for AHS, 
Desautels said this of his captain: “Mike said to me in 
the second half, “Call my number. I’ll get it done.’ This 


is simply a guy who wants it very bad.” 

Agawam’s 99-yard TD drive in the third quarter was 
by far their best foray of the night. Chalk this one up 
as a grim, grind-it-out win for the locals. Senior Ryan 
Lottermoser (16 carries/70 yards, 4.4 average) ran 
hard off tackle and through the middle all night. Piccin 
added 30 yards on five carries (6.0 average), and 
wide receiver Andrew Wakelee added 23 more yards 
on three carries (7.7 average). 

Clark completed four of seven passes for 40 yards, 
giving the Brownies 198 yards total offense for their 
efforts. 

Next on tap for AHS is the Longmeadow Lancers’ 
express on Friday evening, November 15th, over 
there. The 8-1 Lancers are in second place in the AA 
Conference, behind undefeated Minnechaug (who 
stunned them earlier this season). Except for that loss 
to the Falcons, Longmeadow has pretty much buried 
everyone else. 

It seems the Lancers have been Super Bowl-bound 
forever (at least in the past several years, anyway). 
They possess a high-scoring offense that keeps going 
and going and going. 

“Longmeadow is certainly one of the best teams we 
have faced this year. They have built a strong football 
tradition over there'. I expect us to give them an 
intense ballgame where we go right after them. We 
have our work cut out for us, but I can see the confi¬ 
dence building in this team," concluded Desautels.
